The number of pieces of matter of all 
kinds mailed increased from 500,000 in j 
1790 to 7,424,390,329 in 1901. 

The first year’s issue of postal cards, 
1S73, numbered 31,094,000, while in 
1901 059,014,800 were issued. 

In 1805 money orders to the amount 
of .$1,300,122 were issued, while in 1901 
the total amounted to $274,540,067. 

Iu 1853, the year in which stamped j 
envelopes were first issued, 5,000,000 
were used, while in 1901 the total was 
772,839,000. 

The registry system was started iu i 
1855, and in that year the registered 
pieces numbered 629,322. In 1901 the} 
numbered 20,814,501. 

From June 30, 1847, to June 30, 1851. 
4,603,200 postage stamps were issued, 
while in the single year 1901 4,329,- 
273,690 stamps were used by the peo¬ 
ple of the United States. 

In 1789 there were only seventy-five 
postoffices established, the length of 
the post routes being 2,275 miles and 
the gross revenue of the department 
being only $7,510. The expenditures 
were $7,500. 

There were in 1901 70,594 postoffices 
in operation, 511,808 miles of post 
routes, 400,140,059 miles of mail serv¬ 
ice performed.

THE CHURCH AND POLITICS.

it The line between things seeu- 
jm Inr and things religious is too 
fM sharply drawn in these days. If 
Iff a man is to be truly religious, he 
jBt must exereise his power consei- 
• u entiously in every department of 
—■• * life. He must be loyal and obe¬ 
dient to his impulses in the discharge of 
his duties as a citizen. He must do this 
if he would be truly faithful to his 
church. It is because men have created 
the artificial line referred to that we 
have bad laws, incompetent and corrupt 
administration. The smaller the govern¬ 
mental division the more likely we are 
to find evil conditions. Municipal ad¬ 
ministration, as a rule, is the worst. The 
interest in national elections is always 
greater than in any other, while the inter¬ 
est in municipal elections is generally the 
least of all. It is because of this that 
we have usually more incompetent ad¬ 
ministration in municipal government 
than elsewhere. 

We must not be afraid of that word 
politics. Do not eonseut to the ruin of 
this word. The “boss system” is not poli¬ 
tics. Politics is authoritatively defined 
as “the science of government.” We 
have no more right to call this conspiracy 
against the freedom of the people known 
ns the “boss system” politics than we 
have to cail common, stupid lying by the 
name of diplomacy. The remedy for 
bossism is to be found only in the hearty 
and intelligent co-operation of men of all 
parties and of no parties in the work of 
destruction. This, I insist, is pre-emi¬ 
nently a religious duty. If the church 
has not enough influence to make us per¬ 
form this duty, then there is something 
radically wrong with the church. 

There is a world of difference between 
a leader and a boss. The leader says, 
“come on,” the boss says, “go on;” the 
leader consults, the boss dictates; the 
leader serves the people, the boss tyran¬ 
nizes the people; the leader plans, the 
boss schemes; the leader works in day¬ 
light, the boss in darkness. 

I.et each church have its ‘men’s good 
government club,” wi 1 h meetings on a 
weekday, committed to the work of pre¬ 
paring the spiritual soil of the parish by 
redeeming it from the noxious weeds of 
vice, crime and all unlawful acts and 
deeds that hinder the progress of justice 
and righteousness.

6ENATOR JAMES M’MILLAN. 

j Whose Death Removed a Figure Prom¬ 
inent in National Affairs. 

j A man or commanding Influence in 
many important tleLs of legislation 
|and who occupies a notable place In 
’ national affairs passed away in the 
I death of United States Senator James 
j McMillan of Michigan. 

James McMillan was born in Hamil- 
j ton, Out., of Scotch parentage, May 
j 12, 1838. He attended the best schools 
of the province, but, rather than at¬ 
tend college, he determined to learn 
the hardware business and, after a lit¬ 
tle experience In his homo town, wont 
to Detroit, where lie passed two years 
In a wholesale house. Then, through 
i his father’s solicitation, he forsook the 
| hardware business to begin railroad¬ 
ing and was made purchasing agent of 
the Detroit an 1 Milwaukee Railroad. 
In 1801 he began his career as an em¬ 
ployer and, with three other men, or¬ 
ganized the Michigan Car Company, 
out of which have sprung three other 
big concerns employing 3,000 men. This 
venture was most successful aud paved 
the way to fortune. 

In 1880 he. with several others, built 
•he Detroit, Mackinac and Marquette 
Railroad, which led to the development 
into a flourishing country of a district 
that had hitherto been comparatively 
unproductive. Later he became inter¬ 
ested in a number of industrial con¬ 
cerns and in all of the enterprises he 
achieved success. 

In.politics, as In business, he was 
energetic and successful. In 1877 he 
entered Michigan politics as a member 
of the Republican State Central Coin-
